He 
told us that a foreigner, nationality unknown, had been 
arrested at about 4 or 5 asm. on June & at a place near Taeng 
Ryi and that he had been told this by soldiers forming an escort 
to the foreigner who clighted from a goods train arriving at 
Quinsan from Soochow at about 6030 aeme. He said he was on 
the platform and spoke to the guard (some of the soldiers) 
(1st battalion) of the 4th Regiment Central Military Police) 
of whom there were about 10 men. These men were Quinsan 
Garrison men sent out to look for the person who had done the ; 
shooting and had returned on the goods train after the arrest. 
He also said that the foreigner had his hands tir 1 behind his 
back and that he was eovered with mud from head to foot. 
After search he was taken away from the Station by thc soldiers 
ia the direction of the “City*. They were on the Station
